An 
intelligent interest on the part of 
the body of citizens will aid not a 
jittle in their successful solution, 
Fair and explicit criticism should 
be welcome but those who are 
giving of their time and energy to 
the city’s service have reason to 
object to the unreasonable abuse 
which so often falls to their lot. 
It is not difficult for either the 
newspaper or the individual to in- 
dulge in it. There is a constant 
temptation to do so, for the knock- 
er is always sure of an applauding 
audience. But the result is detri- 
mental to the public. A great 
many who are capable of rendering 
good service naturally conceive a 
distaste for municipal life when 
they note the unfair treatment 
that is accorded those who they 
know are doing their best by the 
citizens, 


In Calgary ex-mayor Cameron 
won out by a majority of 180 over 
both opponents, Mr. Brocklebank, 
the labor candidate, being 41 votes 
ahead of alderman Stuart. Ald. 
Stuart had all the newspapers of 
the city opposing him and with an 
old-timer, who had had long and 
important civic experience, against 
him, his chances were small. It is 
in the 
southern city were ripe for a mu- 
nicipal change. Ald. Stuart stood 
by the work of this year’s council 
and received the support of the 
retiring mayor. 

The hardship ‘that has been 
catised in western Canada during 
the present season owing to the 
high price of coal and the inability 
of some places to secure an ade- 
quate supply has led John Herron 
M. P. for Southern Alberta to 
nove that in the future coal lands 
should only be alienated subject to 
such conditions as will ‘‘provide 
for an immediate supply of coal, 
adequate at all times to the require- 
iments of the people and at a reason- 
able price to the oonstimer,’’ It 


is hard to see how such provision 
could be made. ‘The trouble this 
winter arose out of the strike at 
Lethbridge. How is it possible to 
provide against the repetition of 
disputes between capital and labor? 
The only way the government 
could prevent these would be for 
it to undertake the mining of coal 
itself and be prepared to give in to 
ils employees whenever they made 
a fresh demand upon it. We hard- 
ly think that this would be in the 
general interests. 

The Calgary Herald tried to cre- 
ate a sensation out of some infor- 
mation brought out in the course 
of the debate on Mr. Herron’s 
resolution, 

“Looting the western coal lands’’ 
its heading ran across the page. 
“Startling exposures, Herron of 
McLeod stirs up tremendous excite- 
ment, Alberta judiciary and high- 
est provincial officials accused of 
graft of coal lands.” 

It is difficult to understand how 
a paper of the standing of the Her- 
ald could make itself so ridiculous. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, Justice 
Stuart, Premier Rutherford and 
others whom it accuses of graft have 
secured interests in coal lands in the 
past in the same way as any other 
individual who cares to devote his 
money towards developing this re- 
source of the  province’s may. 
Prominent Conservatives, the Cal- 
gary Albertan points out, such as 
C. Hiebert M. P. P., E. H. Cran- 
dell and others are interested in the 
saine companies as those whom the 
Herald is trying to raise a cry 
against, 


The coal dealers are being 
blamed for the prices they are 
charging. But are they not doing 
exactly what others have done and 
always will do when the supply of 
the commodity in which they deal 
becomes limited? ‘The present 
conditions are purely transitory. 
With all the wealth of coal that 
the province possesses, there is no 
possibility that the price can be 
maintained at anything like its 
present level. ‘The Edtmonton 
Board of ‘Trade has appointed a 
committee to investigate the best 
means of retaining such control of 
the supply as will ensure cheap 
coal to consumers generally and to 
manufacturers and 
matter to the attention of the two 
governments, But when a manu- 
facturer at a comparatively small 
expease can sink a shaft and imine 
his own coal, there is no fear of 
his being seriously held up by the 
dealers for any length of time. If 
scarcity arises again, it will be 
due, as at present, to labor troubles,

The Gleichen Election 


In the provincial bye-election in 
Gleichen the Liberal candidate, Mr. 
Riley, was returned by a majority 
slightly less than of 100. At the 
general election his predecessor, 
now Mr. Justice Stuart, won out 
by about a score of votes. ‘Ihe 
Saturday News, while hoping that 
the result would be different, is 
not at all surprised by it. ‘The 
government was evidently deter- 
mined to hold the seat and the 
local workers were largely supple- 
mented from outside points. Under 
the circumstances it would have 
been most remarkable if Mr. Walsh 
had succeeded. He was badly 
needed in the legislature and the 
electors of Gleichen by sending 
him there would have done the 
rest of the province the most genu- 
ine service. But we know how 
much more powerful appeals to 
local rather than general. interests 
are and, in Canada at least, it is 
usually easy to persuade a con- 
stituency, when it is the scene of a 
bye-election which will not affect 
the tenure of office of a govern- 
ment, that itis to its advantage to 
stand in with those who hold the 
reins of power and incidentally the 
strings of the public's money-baps.

The sittiation facing the province 
is one that must cause penuine 
concern, Tt is unlikely that the 
Conservative party will be disposed 
to contest another constituency 
during the life of the present legis- 
lature. For if they could not) sue- 
ceed in Gleichen, there is no chance 
of their doing so clsewhere. ‘The 
result is that for the next three 
years there will be practically no 
legislative check whatever upon 
the government. The present 
members of the opposition are not 


rn nr ee 
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l fitted in any way by training or 
experience to act as critics of pub- 
lic measures and we may expect 
from them only a perfunctory dis- 
charge of the important duties 
which a strange fate has thrust 
upon them. With a man of Mr. 
Walsh’s calibre brought to their 
aid, they would, on the other hand, 
have become an effective force in 
the House. ‘They would never 
have been able to defeat the gov- 
ermment on any matter of policy 
but by drawing the attention of 
the province to the weaknesses of 
that policy, they could have en- 
sured governmental efficiency to an 
extent which is impossible under 
present conditions. British con- 
stitutional practice always takes 
an opposition for granted and when 
the latter does not exist, the ad- 
vantages of our form of govern- 
ment are correspondingly minim- 
ized,

Not only is the outcome of the 
fight in Gleichen of disadvantage 
to the province but it is exceeding- 
ly perilous to the Liberal party. 
There is nothing like sturdy oppo- 
sition to keep a_ political organi- 
zation in a healthy condition. It 
is in times of too great prosperity 
that the seeds of future trouble are 
sown. Weare not speaking theo- 
retically. ‘he truth of what we 
have said has been demonstrated 
over and over again and it will take 
very careful leadership and uncom- 
mon honesty of purpose on the 
part of all who occupy the posts of 
responsibility to steer the party 
clear of pitfalls within the next 
few years. 

+ * % 

Another element of danger is to 
be found in the practice, when a 
racancy occurs, of sending in out- 
siders to conduct the ensuing cam- 
paign. It is much safer and more 
satisfactory to leave local organi- 
zations to control. ‘The system of 
having a band of professional poli- 
ticians swoop down on a riding, 
whenever a bye-election is in 
prospect, has been a most prolific 
source of corruption in the older 
provinces and is sure to become so 
in Alberta. - In some Ontario con- 
stituencies so great a hold did these 
outside organizers obtain on the 
party and into such disrepute did 
they bring it, that many a Liberal 
candidate after awhile stipulated 
on accepting his nomination that 
he should be allowed to run his 
own campaign. Outside aid, he 
recognized, prejudiced his cause, 
Alberta should set her face firmly 
against machine politics, a phrase 
very often misapplied but which 
has nevertheless a very real mean- 
ing. 

We do not think that any reader 
of the Saturday News can justly 
accuse it of adopting this attitude 
from any partizan motives. We 
are all the more anxious to point 
out the dangers to which we be- 


ported Mr. Walsh, if the govern- 
ment’s record had not been made 
an issue. But they declined to 
support him when the campaign 
was conducted in such a way that 
his election could be fairly inter- 
preted as indicating the  constit- 
uency’s disapproval of what the 
government had done.
